gave no confirmation to the charge. 
A telegram filed at 5 p. m. Jeru- 
salem time said the city was re- 
latively quiet except for sporadic 
mortaring of the center of town 
and the Beit Israel quarter. 


"For the first day since the 


14th there was no echo of ma- 
chinegun fire through the hills 
of Jerusalem," the dispatch said. 


The Israeli spokesman told re- 


porters at Tel Aviv that the Jews 
had intercepted an Arab legion 
order to attack the new city with 
bombs, shells and gas.

"THIS IS AN eleventh hour at- 


tempt to force a decision in the 
battle of Jerusalem before the dead- 
line set by the Security council," 
he said. The council has asked the 
belligerents to agree, by Tuesday 
tight, to a four-week truce.

Asks Divine Support 
To Keep Nation Strong 
In Effort for Global Unity ' 


WASHINGTON, 
May 30

— President 
Truman 


placed a wreath at the tomb 
of the unknown soldier today 
and then asked divine support 
of this nation's effort to gain world 
peace. 
Joining solemn Memorial Day 


services in Arlington National ceme- 
tery, the President said that to at- 
;ain peace in the world, "we must 
have the ability to enforce it." 


"May 
God give us that strength 


and that ability," he concluded. 


The President spoke in the 


flag-draped amphitheater of the 
historical burial ground at a 
program arranged by Veterans' 
associations in the memory of 
the heroes of all wars. 


Prom Arlington he went to a 


nearby gathering place on the 
Potomac river near the Lincoln 
memorial where he placed a rose in 
a huge floral anchor in memory of 
the late President 
Franklin D. 


Roosevelt. 


The President drove direct to 


Arlington across town from the Navy 
yard where the Presidential yacht 
Williamsburg docked this morning 
after a visit to the Naval academy 
at Annapolis.

HE ARRIVED under 


cloudy skies at Arlington, a 21-gun 
salute heralded his entrance into 
the cemetery. Bareheaded, the Pres- 
ident heard the notes of the Na- 
tional Anthem and stepped forward 
to place a huge wreath of white 
gladioli at the base of the tomb. 


Snapping back to attention he 


stood with lite Army, Navy and 
Force aides while taps sounded over 
the slopes overlooking the Potomac. 


He walked to the ampitheater 


adjoining where he told an audi- 
ence filling the white marble 
seats that he had placed the 
wreath "in the name of the 
people of the United States and 
of the citizens of the United 
States, everywhere." 
- He said the gathering com- 


memorated the services our men 
and women rendered "for the free- 
dom of the world, for the freedom 
of the individual, and for the right 
to live in peace as we choose to live, 
to think what we please, to worship 
as we please, and to control our 
own government as we please." 


He reminded that the people of 


the United States came from vir- 
tually every country on the globe. 
In this country, he said, "we live 
peaceably side by side," and that "is i 
our ambition for the whole world.'

Death Toll Hits 17 as Floods 


SEATTLE, Wash., May 30 (AP)—The bulging Columbia 


river and its tributaries spread new destruction iet 100 miles 
down through Central Washington state today as the, death toll 
in the Pacific Northwest floods climbed to I 7. 


Worst hit was Okanogan county 


in the northern part of the state 
where a stream wrecked one-fourth 
of a village of 200 and carried a 
flood-fighter to his death. 


Several thousand were home- 


less today over the newly-rav- 
aged area as the steadily rising 
water surrounded their places. 


The high waters were heading 


on toward Portland, where they 
were expected to put water into 
one section of the business district. 


The wrecked village in Okanogan 


county was Conconully. Waters of 
Salmon creek, fed by the melting ol 
deep snows in the mountains and 
heavy rains, hit the town. Sheriff's 
officers said 25 percent of its build- 
ings were upset or heavily damaged. 


* * * 


ONE RESIDENT DIED in the 


river. He was Cy Walters, 70, one 
of several men who were sandbag- 
ging the approaches of a bridge and 
were catapulted into the river when 
the bank gave way. The rest es- 
caped. 


Two thousand more were esti- 


mated homeless in Okanogan 
county alone. Sheriff's officers 
said all roads into the Okanogan 
valley were either impassable or 
studded with detour signs. All 
of the Methow valley was de- 
scribed as impassable. 


Several bridges in the county 


•were reported washed out or threat- 
ened. 


Three hundred were driven .from 


their homes in Omak and Okanogan, 
the two largest cities in the county. 
Workers were holding their own 
against the waters in Oroville, To- 
nasket. Winthrop and Twisp. But 
Oroville was without power, To- 
nasket had no phone connection 
with the outside. Winthrop was iso- 
lated both by road and phone and 
Twisp had a single phone line to 
the outside.
